You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Plaistow on 
Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at one of the clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 

3. To choose one Trustee of the Public Library. 

4. ‘To raise money for the support of schools. 


5. To see what sum of money the town shall raise for Public 
Library. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to have the engine house painted 
and make appropriation of the same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to convey its interest in the 
North Parish cemetery, ‘‘so called” to the Maplewood Cemetery Cor- 
poration, and authorize the Selectmen to execute a deed of the same 
in behalf of the town, on conditions that said corporation shall hold the 
above property forever and always as a cemetery. 

8. To hear the reports of the various Town Officials, and to take 
action on the same. 

9. ‘To transact any other business which may legally come before 
said meeting.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Plaistow: 


The undersigned, selectmen of Plaistow, desire to supplement the 
accompanying financial report with a few statements of more or less 
interest to the people of said town. 

We made mention last year of the generosity of Mr. Arthur G. Pol- 
lard of Lowell, Mass., in regrading and beautifying with shrubs and 
plants our public park and the grounds immediately around the town 
hall. ‘This year we have to chronicle an added instance of his inter- 
est in his native town in the extension of the town hall grounds, by 
the purchase and presentation to the town of all the available land in 
the rear of the building. ‘This property, which has always been an 
unsightly swamp and a blot upon the face of our village, has been 
drained, graded, and laid out in a manner corresponding to our former 
‘Common,’ under the supervision of a skilled landscape gardener em- 
ployed by Mr. Pollard, thus effecting a transformation which is most 
gratifying to our townspeople and which calls forth many expressions 
of admiration from those passing through our village. We are glad to 
put on record the gratitude not only of the officials but of the town as 
a whole for this evidence of Mr. Pollard’s continued favor. In this 
connection we may add that the private way bordering two sides of 
the town hall park has been accepted as a public highway and laid 
out under the instructions of the county commissioners. It has re- 
ceived the name of Pollard avenue. 

The Village Improvement Society has co-operated with the town in 
this matter, and, in addition to their usual outlay for snow paths, has 
met the expense of sidewalks on Pollard avenue and of the change in 
the sidewalk on Main St., between the town hall and the Knights of 
Pythias building. It may be timely and interesting to record here 
what is probably unknown to many,— that the two parks in our village 
were originally one tract of land, the road now known as Park St., 
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having been laid out at a comparatively recent date. This field was 
the property of John Kelley, Esq., the brother of Dr. Nathaniel K. 
Kelley, for so many years the beloved physician of our village. The 
residence of Esquire Kelley occupied the site of the house now owned 
by W. K. Seaver on Pollard avenue, while his law office was on the 
street néar the residences of: J.%S. \ Hills) and hos Ree seaver, eee 
worthy of note that, in the days when Village Improvement societies 
were unknown, we had a citizen sufficiently far-sighted, generous, and 
public-spirited to set off this portion of his possessions as a gift to our 
town, a gift which is more highly valued with each succeeding year. 

We are glad to place here our tardy tribute of gratitude. 

It has been our aim to guard as faithfully as possible the interests of 
the town, and with this in view, we have conducted the financial 
affairs of the town as economically as possible, we have tried to beau- 
tify the town and to so order the affairs coming under our jurisdiction, 
that the moral tone of our community might be elevated. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the faithful services of the 
police force, the prosecuting agent, the town officers, and all who 
have so co-operated in our administration as to make our efforts in 
any degree successful. 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS 


THAT JI, Arthur G. Pollard, of Lowell, in the County of Middlesex 
and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for and in consideration of the 
sum of one dollar to me in hand before the delivery hereof well and 
truly paid by the Town of Plaistow, a municipal corporation in the 
County of Rockingham and State of New Hampshire, the receipt 
whereof I do hereby acknowledge, have granted, bargained and sold, 
and by these presents do give, grant, bargain, sell, alien, enfeoff, con- 
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vey and confirm unto the said ‘Town of Plaistow, its successors and 
assigns forever, a certain parcel of land situated in Plaistow Village, in 
said County of Rockingham, on the southerly side of a private way — 
forty-five (45) feet wide leading westerly to the road to the Depot 
(which way was laid out by the late Stephen Chase), and bounded 
north by said way one hundred sixty-five and one-half feet(165 1-2) 
more or less, east by another private way one hundred(100) feet more 
or less, south by land of Booth and land of the Town of Plaistow one 
hundred and fifty-six (156) feet more or less, and west by land of said 
Town and land of Clement one hundred feet (100) more or less. 
Being the same premises to me conveyed by Milton Chase e/a/. by 
deed dated May 24, 1904, and recorded with the Rockingham Rec- 
ords of said State of New Hampshire, book 603, page 393. 

This conveyance is made on the express condition that the 
granted premises shall be improved, dedicated and forever used by 
the said grantee as and for a common, park or boulevard, and for no 
other purpose ; and that if said grantee shall fail to keep and perform 
said conditions or cither of them, then and in such event this deed 
shall become and be absolutely null and void, and all and singular of 
the above described premises and all improvements and betterments 
thereon shall revert to and reinvest in me, the said grantor, and my 
heirs and assigns as fully, completely and effectually as if these pres- 
ents had not been executed. 


To Have anD To Hotp the said granted premises, with all the 
privileges, and appurtenances to the same belonging to the said Town 
of Plaistow and its successors and assigns, to its and their own proper 
use and benefit forever. And I, the said grantor, and my heirs, exec- 
utors and administrators, do hereby covenant, grant and agree, to and 
with the said Town of Plaistow, and its successors and assigns that un- 
til the delivery hereof I am the lawful owner of the said premises, and 
am seized and possessed thereof in my own right in fee simple; and 
have full power and lawful authority to grant and convey the same in 
manner aforesaid ; that the premises are free and clear from all and 
every incumbrance whatsoever; and that I and my heirs, executors 
and administrators, shall and will WARRANT AND DEFEND the same to 
the said Town of Plaistow and its successors and assigns, against the 
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lawful claims and demands of all persons claiming by, through, or un- 
der me, but against none other. 

And I, Martha M. Pollard, wife of the said Arthur G. Pollard, in 
consideration aforesaid, do hereby relinquish my right of dower in the 
before-mentioned premises.

TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


The Plaistow School District is somewhat homogeneous in its 
character. It shows very few changes from year to year. Las 

The length of the school year has not been changed. It was 
thought at one time that an extra week might be added, but after due 
consideration the 1dea was abandoned. 

Accepting the view of many prominent educators throughout the 
country, we believe that thirty-six weeks of school in a year is suffi- 
cient in the country towns. Our sessions are longer than in most of 
the city schools, and therefore our pupils are in the school-rooms 
nearly as many hours as those where forty weeks of school are held. 

While we do not claim perfection for our teachers or our course 
of study, we can confidently say that excellent work has been done in 
the school-rooms during the year. ‘The fact that several of our pupils 
removing from town to larger places, found themselves assigned to 
classes a year in advance of what they were here, is sufficient evidence 
that our schools are not below the standard throughout New England. 

Very few new books have been purchased. during the past two 
years. Next year a new geography must be introduced. ‘The edition 
now in the schools has been in use for six years, and it will be readily 
seen that in an age as progressive as ours a geography becomes out of 
date in one-half that time. 
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Very little has been expended on repairs during the year. A new 
stove has been purchased for the Clark District school-room. At the 
South District, the foundation has been put in order and the chimney 
rebuilt. But more should be done there very soon. The windows 
are in bad condition and should be replaced with new ones, the clap- 
boards should be repaired and the building painted. At Westville a 
new out-building and a new fence are needed. At the last annual 
meeting we asked for an appropriation of one hundred and fifty 
dollars for,repairs, but on account of other demands upon the Town’s 
treasury, action was indefinitely postponed at our request. As we now 
have a small balance on hand, we hope by economy to be able to 
make a beginning on the repairs at Westville during the coming year, 
without asking for any special appropriation. 


We hope, however, that before long the town may be in a condi- 
tion to make a liberal appropriation for repairs and improvements in 
our schools. ‘The question of expense should be a secondary consid- 
eration in the education of our children—money cannot be more wisely 
invested. No institution on earth is more important than the public 
school. To the public school is largely due the prosperity and success 
of our country. ‘The value of boys or girls to the world depends very 
much upon their availing themselves of opportunities to advance the 
interests of their fellows. ‘This may be illustrated by a bar of iron. 
Someone has estimated the value of a bar of iron as follows: ‘In its 
crude state it is worth five dollars; worked into horseshoes it is worth 
ten dollars and fifty cents; made into needles, it is worth three hun- 
dred and fifty-five dollars; made into pen-knife blades, it is worth 
three thousand, two hundred and eighty-five dollars; made into bal- 
ance springs of watches, it is worth two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars.” The public school is annually multiplying the value of 
millions of boys and girls, by making them intelligent, honorable citi- 
zens of our fair land. 

We respectfully request that eight hundred dollars, in addition to 
the amount required by law, be raised and appropriated for regular 
school expenses, and one hundred and fifty dollars for books and 
supplies. 

Rev. Frank Parker who served the district so faithfully for five 
years, removed from town last June. We feel that the district has suf- 
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fered a great loss by his removal and one that will be hard to fill. As 
Mr. Parker was willing to be identified with the Board and render such 
advice and assistance as was required until the close of the year, no 
successor was appointed in his place. On Feb. 5th Mr. C. W. Cass, 
a member of the Board, died very suddenly and unexpectedly. He 
was a life-long resident of this place, a man of sterling qualities, having 
always the best interests of his town at heart. His death brings a 
great loss to this community. As this left but one member of the 
Board, Mr. A. A. Sawyer, in compliance with the law, petitioned the 
Board of Selectmen to appoint one or two members of the School 
Board to serve until our next annual school meeting. ‘The Selectmen 
appointed Mr. Charles E. Crockett. 

Two members of the Board must be elected at the next annual 
meeting, one to serve one year to fill the expired term of Rev. Frank 
Parker, and one to serve three years.
